She went back to 
Mississippi and the furniture didn't 
arrive, so about two weeks ago, 
she and Tatum drove up here to 
get it straightened out. 

“They left here last Wednesday 
and the first we knew anything 
was wrong was Sunday, when Mrs. 
Marx came in and brought last Fri- 
day’s Post-Dispatch with an item 
in it about how Della had been 
burned to death trying to rescue 
her parro*. She'd had that parrot

A little while after he called the 
police, we got two letters, one from 
the Sheriff and one from Tatum.

“Tatum’s letter told the same 
story that we had read in the pa- 
per about how she was burned. He 
said she had been buried right 
after the accident berause the doc- 
tor down there advised it. And he 
said he hadn't notified us sooner 
because he was so beside himself 
that he didn’t know what he was 
doing. His letter was dated last 
Friday. The Sheriff's letter was 
dated Saturday.” 

Tatum is about 48 years old. 
His wife was 43. The other sister 
is Mrs. Charles Bergstrom, 3529 
Louisiana avenue.

YOUTH 1S DROWNED 
TRYING TO SAVE GIRL 


Herbert Miller Loses Life 
Mississippi — Companion 
Rescued.

Herbert Miller, 22-year-old un- 
employed telephone lineman, 621 
Trendley avenue, East St. Louis, 
was drowned yesterday afternoon 
in the Mississippi River off East 
Carondelet when he stepped into 
30 feet of water in attempting to 
pull a young woman from an eddy. 
He could not swim. 

Miller, accompanied by William 
Reed, 21, of 705 Bond avenue, East 
St. Louis, were bathing at the old 
Davis street ferry landing with two 
young women. About 20 other per- 
sons were in the water. 

One of the young women, who 
was with Miller, got caught in an 
eddy which swirls over a sunken 
barge about 20 feet from shore. She 
called for help and Miller extend- 
ed his hand to her, but as he did 
so plunged from a sand bar into 
the eddy. 

“I heard them yell,” Reed, who 
can swim, related, “and saw them 
both floundering in the eddy. I 
swam there and so did a lot of 
others. I got the girl, whom Her- 
bert was trying to help, on my 
back, but she slipped off. Some- 
one else pulled her to safety and 
rescued the girl who was with me, 
as she got caught in the eddy too. 
There were a number of persons in 
the water and when we looked 
around Miller was gone.” 

The body was recovered by a div- 
er five hours afterwards. It was 
found near the place it had gone 
down. |

Referring to the suicide verdict 
returned yesterday in the death of 
his son, whose rock-weighed body 
was found in the Mississippi River, 
Caruthers said he would “never 
agree with that verdict.” 

„John never took his own life,” 

the father said. “because he had 
no reason to do so. He'd never 
spent a night away from home in 
his life until Wednesday night, the 
night after he left home—we 
thought to join the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camp at Jefferson 
Barracks.” 
Caruthers, at his isolated 160- 
acre farm seven miles south of 
Wentzville, asserted the body was 
“not examined properly for sigus 
of foul play” and advanced the 
theory that his son had been mur- 
dered while sleeping on a barge 
and rolled into the river. 

Boy Was Good Swimmer. 
“His cap was found roiled in his 
overalls pocket,” Caruthers said, 
“and that’s the way he would haye 
fixed it when going to sleep. I 
think he met some floater on his 
way to camp. Maybe he bought 
him something to eat—he had at 
least $8—and the man tried to pick 
his pocket as he slept and killed 
him when he woke up and strug- 
gled. There was only 32.30 in his 
clothing when he was found. 
“Besides, John was a fine swim. 
mer. I don’t think he'd try to end 
his life by drowning. I was told 
there was a fair sized rock on 
his chest, under the bib of his 
overalls, and smaller ones in his 
trousers. His belt was tied around. 
one trouser’s leg and a rope around 
the other. He never did all that.” 
Caruthers, who is 64, tall, grave 
of speech, his gravity enhanced 
by shell-rimmed glasses, said: 
“When 1 heard that verdict I just 
felt like dedicating the body tothe 
Coroner and the people of St. Louis 
County who put him in office,

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 19.— 
Northwest Missouri is set against 
Charles U. Becker for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor, and 
the Secretary of State win do well 
to get 8000 of the 20,000 votes 
which it is e&pécted will be cast for 
Republican eandidates in 16 coun- 
tles in this section, The Repub- 


liean State organization, Which is 
supporting Lieutenant-Governor 
Winter against Becker, is particu- 
larly strong in this part of the 
State. It is against Becker be- 
cause of a belief that his record 


in the general election, and de- 
cause of his long antagonism to the 
regular party organisation. 

It is possible that Becker will 
carry three or fotir of thé 16 coun- 
ties making up the old Third and 
Fourth Congressiohal Districts, but 
even those will go to him; if they 
do, by small Majorities, The re- 
maining ¢oduhties are eounted as 
virtually certain fof Winter. 

Lineup Becker. 

Throughout this section Becker 
will feel thé influence of Such ex- 
perienced political leaders as Bert 
G. Voorhees of St. Joseph, former 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee: William F. Phares of 
Maryville, another forme chairman 
of the State Committee; J. Fred Hull 
of Maryville, a member of the State 
Public Service Commission, and 
Lewis Ellis of Bethany, Superin- 
tendent of the State Highway Pa- 
trol. They have with them an 
éxceptionally efficient group in each 
county. as well as C. H. Manville 
of St. Joseph, Food and Drug Com- 
missionér, and some 19 émployes 
of the St. Joseph officé of the 
State Grain and Warehouse De- 
partment, nearly all of whom are 
from counties in the two districts. 
In Buchanan County, the Repub- 
lican organization is in better shape 
for effective Work than it has been 
for a number of years. Political 
difterences between Voorhees and 
C. U. Philley, a Republican ot in- 
fluence, havé been patched up, and 
they Aare working in harmony. Ap- 
proximately 4600 votes will be cast 
in Buchanan County, and Winter. 
aceording to presént indications, 
should get about 8000 of them. 
Nodaway County 
nearly 1000, more to the Winter 
plurality, and the other counties, in 
most of which the vote is small, are 
being counted upon by the Winter 
managers to add a couple of thou- 
sand more. 
Becker has not ovérlooked this

As elsewhere in the state, there 
is little discussion of Republican 
candidates for thé nomination for 
United States Senator. Generally 
speaking the organisation is for 
former Mayer Riel of St. Louis but 
it is having a dikfleult time in in- 
teresting the voters in the séna- 
torial race. B. F. Beazeéll of Kan- 
sas City, the only dry candidate, 
formerly resided in a nearby couns 
ty and is known through the north- 
Western part of thé State, but he 
has little following in this cam- 
With the exception of Bea- 
zell, all the eandidates reside far 
away and none has any particular 
appeal. It is probable that Kiel 
will carry this section of the State, 
but only because he has the organ- 
ization support.

RAILROAD EXECUTIVES SUGGEST 
REFORMS TO REDUCE WASTE 


Advisory Committee Meets to Con- 
sider Plans. Suggested by 
Willard Group. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK. July .9. — The 
Advisory Committee of the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives met 
here today to consider a draft of 
reforms designed to reduce com- 
petitive waste in the railroad in- 
dustry. The program submitted 
was the work of a subcommittee 
of the association, headed by Dan- 
iel Willard, president of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad Co. Other 
members being Carl Gray, resident 
of the Union Pacific, and J. J. Pel- 
ley, president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford. 

The Advisory Committee's rec- 
ommendations will be submitted to 
a general meeting of the associa- 
tion tomorrow. One of the most 
drastic suggestions in the program 
calls for a merger of the Associa- 
tion of Railway Executives and 
the American Railway Association 
into an enlarged body to co-ordi- 
nate efforts toward improvements 
by individual railroads throughout 
the country, 

The subcommittee’s report cov- 
ered such aspects of competition as 
excessive passenger servic de- 
structive rate cutting, unprofitable 
branch line operations, uneconom- 
ical buying of supplies, mainten- 
ance of too many stations and the 
circuitous movement of freight 
cars. |

PINCHOT SEEKS $45,000,000 
FOR: RELIEF IN PENNSYLVANIA 


State Senate Approves Bill Placing 
Distribution of Fund in Three 
Officers. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., July 49.28 

General Assembly hopeful that 
Pennsylvania will get the $45,000,- 
000 in Federal relief funds request- 
ed by Gov. Pinchot concerned itself 
today with legislation designed to 
pave the way for receipt of these 
funds and their distribution among 
the State’s unemployed. 

In the Governor’s letter to the 
Reconstruction Finance  Corpora- 
tion applying for the funds he 
asked for an immediate payment of 
$10,000,000 “so the starving may be 
fed without delay.” 

The House passed and sent to the 
Governor a bill which proposes a 
constitutional’ amendment permit- 
ting the executive to participate in 
such loans. The Senate then 
amended a bill to place the dis- 
tribution of the funds in control of 
the Governor, the Auditor-General 
and the State Treasurer. Under 
this measure the funds would be 
allocated to the counties on the 
basis of unemployment and would 
be disbursed at the rate $3,000,- 
000 a month. The funds in Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh would be 
ker direct relief, while other coun- 
ties could apply their share to 
work or direct relief. 

Pinchot's letter to the Recon- 
struction Corporation told of the 
“urgent relief needs for the 1. 
150.000 people totally unemployed 
in Pennsylvania,” and said $45,000,-" 
000 is an “extremely conservative 
estimate” of these needs.

RIO DE JANEIRO, July. 19.— 


The Federal forces of President 
Getulio Vargas started a minor of- 
fensive against the rebels of Sao 


Paulo yesterday. 

In a short advance into Sao 
Paulo, from the State of Rio de 
Janeiro, three towns were taken, 
and airplanes bombed the airfields 
of Sao Paulo Oe the capital of 
the state. 

Federal forces captured For- 
moso, 15 miles south of Federal 
headquarters at Rezende, Rio de 
Janeiro State. The rebels with- 
drew ‘without a fight. Gen. Jorge 
Pimheiro and his Federal troops 
took. the Sao Paulo villages of 
Passa Quatro and Sao Jose dos 
Barreiros. The loyalist navy halted 
the steamer Mariam en route to 
Santos loaded with grain. The 
Government has ordered that port 
closed in an attempt to starve out 
the rebels. 

Ae statement from the wireaidien- 
tial palace sai,’ the Government 
had not found it necessary to call 
out the military reserves, but was 
accepting volunteers. 

There was still no sign of a bir 
push by the Federal Government 
against the rebels, who began their 
movement. early this month with a 
demand for immediate return to 
‘constitutional government.
